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PRODUCTION AGREEMENT 


AGREEMENT as of July 15 , 1982, between Robert 
Fixzstrom Proquctions, Inc. and Atari, inG. Tor the production of 
a motion picture tentatively entitled "ATARI SUMMER CAMP", 

The parties hereby agree: 

1. Project. Robert Elfstrom Productions, Inc. (hereinafter 
called the "Producer") will prepare and produce for Atari, upon 
the terms, provisions, and conditions hereinafter set forth in 
this agreement, three (3) 16 mm color, sound motion pictures 
(hereinafter called the "Motion Pictures"), having running times 
of 20 minutes, 10 minutes, and 3 minutes. The Producer agrees to 
furnish all necessary scripts, film and sound stock, direction, 
personnel, film equipment, editing, stock music, narration, and 
other such materials and incidental items as are required in the 
DrOcuction of the Motion Pictures. 

2. Completion Schedule. The Producer will deliver one 16mm 
color sound answer print, and one 3/4 inch video tape of each of 
the three Motion Pictures which meet with Atari's approval, by 
December 6, 1982. 

3. Force Majeure. 

(a) Neither party shall be liable to the other for delay 


or default in performance under this Agreement if caused by fire,

strike, riot, war, act of God, delay of carriers, governmental 
law, order or regulation and/or any other similar or different 
occurrence beyond the reasonable control and without the fault 
of the party whose performance 1s so delayed or prevented, 
provided that the affected party shall provide prompt written 
notice of the event to the other party as soon as it is 
practicable to do so and, further, the affected party shall use 
its best efforts to cure such event and comply with the terms of 
this Agreement as quickly as possible. 

(b) If any of the events of force majeure specified in 
Subparagraph (a) above shall continue for a period of six (6) 
consecutive months and the interfered with party hereto shall 
fail to comply with this Agreement for said period, then the 
party hereto not interfered with shall have the right during the 
continuation of such event to terminate this Agreement on written 
notice to the other party hereto. 

4. Terms of Payment. Atari shall pay the Producer the firm 
amount of $211,280.00 as full compensation for the prepara- 
tion and production of the Motion Pictures and for furnishing and 
delivering all items called for under this Agreement. Said amount 


shall be paid in accordance with the following schedule: 








(a) 15% after delivery of an acceptable treatment 
and signing of production agreement. 


(b) 25% after commencement of principal production. 
(c) 25% after completion of principal photography. 
(ad) 25% after delivery of approved rough cut. 


(e) 10% after delivery of the approved answer prints 
and video tapes. 


5. Changes. If, during the course of the preparation or 
production of the Motion Pictures, the Producer considers it 
advisable or necessary to make any change in, or variation from, 
the script for the purposes of enhancing the guality or continuity 
of the Motion Pictures, or the effectiveness of a particular scene 
Or action, the Producer may make such change or variation provided 
that written approval has first been obtained from Atari's 
Authorized Representative, Linda Gordon, Vice President Special 
Projects, prior to the commencement of principal production. 
Thereafter, any such variations and changes may be approved orally 
(subject to later written confirmation) by Atari's Authorized 
Representative who shall be available during pre- and post-production 
phases. If, during the course of the production of the Motion 
Pictures, Atari desires to make any change in, or variation from, 


the script and/or specifications of the Motion Pictures or any 








material or work in preparation even though therefore approved 
by Atari, the Producer hereby agrees to make such changes or 
variations. If any such change or variation involves additional 
cost, the Producer agrees to so notify Atari's Authorized 
Representative before any such additional cost is incurred and 
to proceed with such change or variation only after the Producer 
has received written notice from such representative that Atari 
shall pay such additional cost. 

6. Title/Copyrights. 

(a) It is understood and agreed that all items prepared 
and/or produced by the Producer for Atari under this Agreement, 
including but not limited to the script, the negatives, and the 
sound track of the Motion Pictures (all hereinafter called the 
"Printing Elements"), and all release prints of the Motion 
Pictures shall be works made for hire. Title to all of the items 
SO prepared or produced by Producer shall at all times be in the 
name of Atari or its designee, and Atari shall also own the copy-_ 
rights in all copyrightable materials created by Producer pursuant 
to this Agreement. The Producer hereby agrees that all items 
prepared or produced in connection with this Agreement, including 
all footage, shall be the property of Atari, which may use them 


for any purpose including commercials and other advertisements.

(b) The Producer shall have the limited right to make 
and exhibit copies of said Motion Pictures, at his sole expense, 
for the purpose of sales presentations to prospective clients 
and/or entrance of the Motion Pictures in motion picture 
festivals and competitions, subject to the condition that said 
Motion Pictures be so distributed and performed only in their 
approved and final version. 

(c) In order to increase the distribution and exposure 
of these Motion Pictures, the Producer shall have the limited 
right to make, sell, or rent prints and video tapes, at no cost 
to Atari, and to have the right to distribute to world Television 
markets. Any such distribution of the Motion Pictures by Producer 
shall require the prior written approval of Atari. 

(d) Producer agrees to indemnify and hold Atari harmless 
from and against all claims, losses, liabilities, damages, expenses, 
and costs (including reasonable attorneys' fees) which result from 
a breach or alleged breach of Producer's obligation to obtain the 
approval of Atari prior to any contemplated distribution or use 
of the Motion Pictures by Producer. 

(e) Producer acknowledges that the unauthorized distribu- 
tion or unauthorized use of the Motion Pictures by Producer, 


its employees, representatives, or agents will cause Atari 


oe 








irreparable harm for which its remedies at law will be inadequate. 
Producer agrees that Atari shall have the right, in addition to 
any other remedies, to obtain an immediate injunction enjoining 
any breach of Producer's obligations set forth in this Section 
entitied Title/Copyrigncs. 

(f) Producer agrees that all Printing Elements and 
prints of the Motion Pictures released by Producer shall 
conspicuously bear the following copyright notice: 

(c) 1982 Atari, Inc. All Rights Reserved. 
With regard to released prints of the Motion Picture, the requisite 
copyright notice shall be included in the introductory frames of 
the Picture, on the film/tape container labels, and on any 
associated packaging. 
7. Release Prints. 

(a) The Producer hereby agrees to make release prints 
of the Motion Pictures when requested and authorized by Atari, 
boxed in cases with the title and the Atari identification 
imprinted on them, and deliver same to Atari at a cost to be 
mutually agreed to between the parties. The Producer will 
inspect all release prints made by Producer for quality, and 
Producer hereby warrants that each release print shall be free 


from mechanical and sound defects at the time of delivery. If

any such defect should exist at the time of delivery, Producer 
will promptly correct such defect. 

(b) For so long as the parties mutually agree upon the 
charge which Atari shall pay to have Producer make release prints 
of the Motion Pictures, the Producer agrees that he shall be 
responsible for the indefinite storage and safeguarding of the 
Printing Elements and out-takes, at cost plus 25%. Producer 
further agrees to release and deliver to Atari any and all of 
the items prepared and produced in connection with this Agreement, 
including but not limited to the Printing Elements and/or out- 
takes at any time when requested in writing by Atari. Should the 
parties at any time fail to agree upon the charges for release 
prints of the Motion Pictures, or should Atari ever elect to 
warehouse any or all of the items prepared or produced in 
connection with this Agreement, Producer shall promptly, and in 
no event later than five (5) working days after receipt of 
notification from Atari, dGeliver to Producer's Authorized Atari 
Representative all of the items as shall be specified by Atari. 

8. Sales Tax. Atari agrees to pay California State and/or 
San Francisco City sales tax, if applicable, on the entire 


production purchase price. 


os Assignment. Any assignment of this Agreement by the 


Producer without the prior written consent of Atari shall be void. 





Atari shall be free to assign all or any part of this Agreement, 
and the rights hereunder, to anyone upon written notice, but if 
to a non-affiliated company, only after payment of all expenses 
incurred by the Producer plus reasonable overhead and profit. 

10. Press Releases. Producer shall not issue any press 
release or other publicity mentioning this Agreement or Atari 
or use the name of Atari or any trademark of Atari without the 
prior written approval of Atari, such approval not to be 
unreasonably withheld. 

11. Waiver; Modification. No waiver or modification of 
any provisions of this Agreement shall be effective unless in 
writing and signed by the party against whom such waiver or 
modification is sought to be enforced. No failure or delay by 
either party in exercising any right, power, or remedy under 
this Agreement shall operate as a waiver of any such right, 
power, or remedy. 

12. Integration. This Agreement constitutes the entire 
agreement between the parties with respect to the within subject 
matter and cannot be modified except by a written instrument 
signed by Producer and Atari. 

13. Governing Law. The validity, construction, and 


performance of this Agreement shall be governed by the substantive 








law of the State of California and of the United States of 
America excluding ee body of law related to choice of law. 
Any action or proceeding brought to enforce the terms of this 
Agreement shall be brought in the County of Santa Clara, State 
of California (if under State Law) or the Northern District 

of California (if under Federal Law). 

14. Relationship of the Parties. Producer agrees that in 
performing its duties under this Agreement, it is operating as an 
independent contractor. Nothing contained herein shall be con- 
strued to indicate that Producer and Atari have any relation- 
ship or contractual liability other than that set forth in this 


paragraph.
